Gentlemen: 

This is in reply to your letter 
of April 30, 1968 requesting infor- 
mation on regulations governing 
the maintenance of vacant lots. 

Briefly, dumping refuse or rub- 
bish on a vacant lot or any other 
area is a violation of the Health 
Code, Failure of a property owner 
to remove refuse or rubbish from 
a vacant lot within 30 days after re- 



ceiving a notice from the Police 
Department to do so is a violation 
of the Poli'ce Code. 

If there are violations of these 
code provisions which you wish to 
report, you may cotmnunicace di- 
rectly with the Food and Sanitation 
Inspection Division of the Health 
Department or with your District 
May 9, 1968 Police Department Station. If you 
would like assistance or further 
information on this matter, please

Ten years ago, the CHRONICLE could still write; "The Cop of Bernal Heights is as 
unashamedly rural as the outskirts of Petaluma , . , above the traffic noise of a 
family of skunks has found refuge from the neighborhood dogs in a snug home of 
blackberry brambles." 

Which other district in San' Francisco can claim to have had both- a gold rush and a 
range war? 

The gold rush din't last very long, but a lot of rock got crushed atop the Hill when, 
in 1876, a Frenchman named victor Resaye announced the discovery of rich ore 
there. The error was quickly discovered. 

It was a small, but intense range war — between the city poundsmen and the Irish 
who first settled on Nannygoat Hill. The settlers usually kept a cow or a coiiple of 
goats, and when these would disappear, they blamed the poundsmen. 

Things boiled over when the highly respected^idow O'Brien lost her cow. "Every 
man, boy, and dog on the hill assembled and roughed up the poundsmen and drove them - 
off the heights. The interlopers never returned." ^ 

In the nineteenth century, the city representatives lost and the goats won, and stayed 
on the hill. 

But times HAVE changed in our present century of civilization and technology. 

Two years ago, Billy the Kid (not a nanny, to be sure, but a. goat nevertheless) ar- 
rived on what is now more genteelly known as Bernal Heights. He was the beloved 
mascot of the Bernal Heights Girls' Club — till the Health Department heard about 
it, and evicted him from the Hill. Th^is time, Billy went — and the City officials tri- 
umphed. All that remains is his picture above. 
. But white the goats are gone, the Irish-are still very much with us.

It was written by the Hill's Greta Van Praag, who knows whereof she speaks, for 
she was the first "Madame Art Chairman" on the Hill, and she's been active ever since,

FIESTA ON THE GREEN

The cadaverous cIOMm leans back 
and feeds a burning torch into his 
mouth, A flame, two feet high, 
shows red and yellow against the 
black panel behind him. Tiny Es- 
meralda, leading a white dog on a 
tinselled leash, passes the collec- 
tion plate. Casablanca? Vera Cruz? 
No . . . San Francisco, Bernal 
Heights, 



Bernal Heights on a foggy Sun- 
day morning. In the trees around 
the Precita Green, hundreds of 
sparrows shake their damp fea- 
thers and start chirping all at 
once. Yesterday, the fair co,m- , 
mittee worked late into the night, 
setting up the booths and tables, 
building the stage over the sand- 
box near Alabama Street, At seven 
o'clock sharp, the bells of St. 
Anthony are beginning to ring. 
First CO arrive on the Green is 
Julie the Gluesniffer, carrying her

art show entry in a large card- 
board box. Soon, several children, 
and then some adults arrive, each 
clutching a picture or a sculpture. 
Two rented trucks appear, and 
the ladies from the NAACP begin 
stocking the refreshment stands, 
while two husky teenagers unload 
countless boxes of supplies. The 
kids are not yet fully cranked up. 
Except for the bells, the birds, 
and an occasional car washing on 
Army Street a block away, the 
Green is still moderately quiet. 

There are people in San Fran- 
cisco who never heard of Bernal 
Heights, although the grassy peak, 
crowned by the Telephone Com- 
pany's ugly erector set, can't be 
missed from any viewpoint in the 
city. North of the hill, Precita 
Avenue still follows the contour 
of the willow studded, trout rich 
creek which once separated the 
pastures of the Mission Dolores 
from the Rancho Bernal. Where 
the creek widened into a pond, 
the Precita Green spreads out 
today: two city blocks of smooth 
green meadows, surrounded by 
trees. Here, on the Sunday closest 
to September first, the Bernal 
Heights Association holds its great 
annual fair — the only strictly non- 
commercial one in the Bay Area. 
The fiesta's organizers are never 
mentioned on the society page, and 
no tourist has yet found his way 
to the Precita Green, Butfamilies 
come to spend the afternoon, and 
from Twin Peaks to Hunter's Point 
children save their pennies for the 
Sunday when the entertainment is 
free, the chicken has plenty of 
chile in it, and a nickel will still

ling down to early mass from the 
Philippines or El Salvador? The 
Sears Department Store by the 
foot of the hill sells more muu 
muus in a month than other Sears 
outlets move in a year, for there 
IS a large Polynesian colony on the 
hill. Artists have long known about 
the neighborhood's endless vistas 
and polyglot charm, ever since 
Charles Marsdep Brooks, co-foun- 
der of the Art Institute and the 
Bohemian Club, built his house 
high up on Prospect Avenue in 
the eighteen eighties. Within the 
last twenty years, a sizeable mi- 
nority of refugees from the urban 
sprawl of the East Bay and Pen- 
insula found the ramshackle old 
houses with their views and gar- 
dens a desirable alternative to 
cramped, over-prized downtown 
apartments . These newcomers 
brought along middle-class goals 
and values. As .their suburban folk- 
ways blended with local customs 
and mores, the BernalHeights As- 
sociation and its Fiesta on the 
Green, supporting a cluster of 
self-help programs, was born. Re- 
cently, a new dab of psychedelic 
color has come to the steep streets 
when some tribal groups of Hip- 
pies, fleeing police and tourist 
harassment in the Hashbury, set- 
tled on the hill. 

Seven fifteen in the morning, 
and high above the Green, Madame 
Art Chairman steps out of her 
house on Mirabel. The fog carries 
a faint taste of wood smoke, sub- 
liminally reminiscent of cook -outs 
in the redwoods. Some cottages 
among the tree tops are still 
heated with wood burning cast 
iron stoves. Up on Bonview Street 
a rooster crows, another one over 
on Peralta answers. Some of the 
hill people raise illegal fighting 
cocks. As Madame Art Chairman 
starts down the endless flights of 
stairs to the Green, she does not 
yet know that she will leave the 
fair only twice in the next fourteen 
hours — to use the restroom in 
the nearby Chevron station. As she 
reaches Precita, the Fair Direc-" 
tor also arrives from the other 
side, and they are instantly sur-

Here, no Chamber of Commerce 
collects stall rent or a cut of 
the take, or insists on regulating 
the noise, color and unpredictabili- 
ty of the fiesta. 

The refreshment stands are 
buried under mountains of tacos 
and tamales. Battalions of soft- 
drink bottles float in vats of melt- 
ing ice. By mid-morning, the art 
show is hung and ready for the 
jury. The photography section off 
by itself and behind it, on panels 
between the trees and overflowing 
onto the cyclone fence of the Le- 
Conte school yard are over four 
hundred pictures of every medium, 
size and quality.

Later in the after- 
noon, somebody actually buys the 
thing for five dollars, and the boy 
is speechless with pride. 

Fifteen year old Julie the Glue- 
sniffer has hung her mobile of 
plastic and balsa wood from a 
tree. It is a monkey — no, a sold- 
ier — no, a clownl It has two 
faces — one, where a face ought 
to be, and one peeking through 
a hole in the belly. Seqtiinned 
aluminum streamers catch the 
light and tinkle in the light breeze. 
Red and yellow, blue and green, 
damndest thing you'd ever seen. 
Julie has worked on it all through 
the summer, it really should get 
first prize . The jury of two paint- 
ers and a sculptor think so too. 
A hundred dollar bond, Juliel 

Across the Green, in the Child- 
ren's corner, thg young mothers 
are spelling each other, reading 
stories to ever changing groups 
of kids, Babar - Fllcka, Ricka 
and . Dicka - Winnie the Pooh. 
Children paint themsC'lves through 
a maze of white paper while a 
teenage girl keeps the tempera 
pots filled and replaces the panels. 
The finished sheets are bought up 
as soon as they dry, they are very 
decorative. The money goes into 
the girl's club excursion kitty. The 
young mothers have teased and 



wheedled the neighborhood merch- 
ants into contributing prizes for 
the fish game, the ring -tossing, 
the pop -the -ballon. The older 
children have their own projects 
going. A puppet show draws the 
moppets, there is a fortune teller, 
and some kids from tte housing 
project have set up a "Lucy's 
Booth" out of Peanuts, where they 
dispence cookies along with psy- 
chiatric advice. The kids from 
Lundy's Lane are selling water 
color pictures painted inside jar 
lids and oleo containers, seed 
beaded jewelry and lid holders. 
At a nickel a piece, business is 
brisk. 

By noon, the fog has burned off. 
The first folk singer has climbed 
the stage, his amplified voice bel- 
lowing above the amorphous racket 
on the Green, MY WIFE H/VS UP 
AND LEFT ME - I DON'T KNOW 
WHERE SHE WENT - 1 GOT A 
LETTER FROM WASHINGTON - 
SHE'S RUNNING FOR PRESI- 
DENT. GOOD NIGHT, IRENE . . . 
The rhythm of the auto-harp rises 
to the top of the hill, to the red- 
rock cliffs beyond the last houses. 
From up here, the Green now looks 
like a wriggling sunburst explod- 
ing with color. Big trailer rigs ring 
the fair grounds. The Phone Com- 
pany offers free long-distance 
calls, the Tuberculosis Associa-

tion chest x-rays. Inside the huge 
P.G. and E. truck, racing chains 
of colored twinkle lights demon- 
strate that NUCLEAR FISSION 
CAN BE FUN I BART has a layout 
of maps and blow-ups, and at the 
Bernal Heights Association booth 
you can sign up for a tree in front 
of your house, look at the home- 
designed master plan that will 
make Saint Francis Wood look 
sick, or even join up and betome 
a member at two bucks a year. 
All around the Green, the tables of 
the artsycraftsies are loaded with 
jewelry and prints, ceramics and 
textiles. Between the White Ele- 
phant, where a dime will buy the 
choicest kitsch in town, and the 
Cat Lady with her dainty feline 
minatures painted on brooches and 
cuff links, stands a young couple 
in Tyrolean peasant costume, 
hawking wax candles in fancy 
shapes and colors. The churchy 
scent of their wares mingles with 
the chile-and-onions come -hither 
of the NAACP's bistros. In a lock- 
ed glass case is some precious 
merchandise: colored wax figures 
of madonnas, saints and angels, 
cast from molds the young man's 
grandfather brought from Austria. 
Nearby, a glass blower conjures 
up speurkling swans, deer, a trans- 
parent windjammer with billow-- 
ing sails - all from a magic wand 
heated over a Bunsen burner. The 
demonic fire eater draws the 
crowds - who could guess that he 



is a county hospital intern who 
learned the art from an uncle 
in Guadelajara? 

Families have settled down for 
picnic lunches amidst booths and 
milling strollers. Ttie hippie cos- 
tumes add a medieval note, A 
bearded boy in orange tights and 
a purple velvet cape strums a 
lute. The local characters are all 
there - Ophelia, the Peon, the 
Moon Lady and Grim Gary, Friar 
Shmock has bought some seed 
beads in the children's corner and 
added them to the little mirrors 
flashing on his monastic robe. On 
stage, the Cayuga Folk Twirlers 
twirl folk, followed by a boy scout 
dancing zoo - two boys inside each 
animal costume.

STANDARDS ARE DIFFERENT 
for older buildings from those 
imposed on new construction. Gen- 
erally, most conditions are accept- 
ed if they were legal at the time 
the building was constructed, or 
converted to its present use. Only 
in a few Important safety matters 
does the code require corrections 
at today's level, no matter when 
the building was built. 

HARDSHIP EXCEPTIONS are 
sometimes necessary from code 
requirements. An owner can appeal 
to the Housing Appeals Board for 
waivers or alternates to code re- 
quirements; or for time exten- 





sions — if hardship is evident, 
and health and safety is not basi- 
cally involved. Also, special co.i- 
sideration can be given, by de- 
laying required work, for owners 
who are seriously handicapped or 
ill. 

CAN YOU DO MORE IMPROVE- 
MENTS EVEN IF NOT REQUIRED 
TO COMPLY WITH THE CODE? 

In many instances, people '.viU 
put in "extras" — picture win- 
dows, decks, major appliances, 
new rooms, etc. Although FACE 
encourages owners to make these 
kind of improvements, federal 
loans are availabe only for re- 
quired work. But this program. 



with its low-cost loans for re- 
quired work, has often made it 
financially possible for people to 
go on to additional improvements.
